In November of last year he 
openly told Germany: “Unless you 
are prepared to sell your goods at 
prices which represent a fair and 
reasonable return we will fight you 
and beat you at your own game.” 

He followed this strong state 
ment by leading a revolt of junior 
Ministers against the state of the 
Government's preparedness. He 
identified himself with the drive to 
oust Leslie Hore-Belisha as War 
Minister and even offered to re- 
sign when Chamberlain refused to 
accede. Chamberlain then rejected 
his resignation. 


In view of this record, London 
diplomatic circles found it difficult 
to believe Hudson should now on 
his own initiative come forward 
with a scheme to appease the 
Reich. 

Hudson was scheduled to go to 
Berlin with the president of the 
Board of Trade, Oliver Stanley, last 
March to discuss British-German 
trade relations, but the trip was 
canceled when the Germans 
marched into Prague. He did, 
however, go to Moscow, Helsing- 
fors and other Northern European 
capitals to discuss trade matters.

Hudson is 52 years old. He mar- 
ried an American girl, Hannah 
Randolph, daughter of P. 5.

“I feel very disturbed about the 
news in this morning’s papers of a 
new attempt to make friends with 
Hitler. If the Prime Minister goes 
back on the track that he has been 
following for the last four months 
we shall almost inevitably drift into 
war.

Britain Agrees Not to Hamper 
Japanese in North China

as will obstruct them or benefit 
their enemy, 

His Majesty's Government 
have no intention of countenanc- 
ing any acts or measures preju- 
dicial to the attainment of the 
above-mentioned objects by the 
Japanese forces and they will 
take this opportunity to confirm 
their policy in this respect by 
making it plain to British au- 
thorities and British nationals in 
China that they should refrain 
from such acts and measures. 

“Question of Fact.” 

Chamberlain, before reading the 
text, said that at the outset of the 
Tokio discussions which began July 
15, the Japanese Government had 
expressed the view that if prog- 
ress was to be made in removing 
misunderstandings and establishing 
better relations it was essential to 
recognize the background against 
which the Tientsin situation should 
be reviewed. 

This had nothing to do with Brit- 
ain’s policy in China, he said, but 
was a question of fact. 

The Prime Minister said it was a 
fact that large-scale hostilities were 
proceeding in China and that the 
Japanese army had to provide for 
its own security as well as public 
order, and therefore was obliged to 
take. action to see that these causes 
were not prejudiced, 

When Chamberlain had finished 
reading the text, Laborite R. T. H.

“May I asked if the Prime Min- 
ister can give assurances that 
nothing will be agreed in the forth- 
coming negotiations at Tientsin 
which is calculated to impair Chi- 
nese currency or to impair the 
right of this country to grant cred- 
its to the Chinese Government 
for any purpose whatsoever?”

“4. His Majesty’s Ambassador hag 
made strong representations on the 
subject of anti-British agitation. 
It is to be anticipated that as a re- 
sult of the agreement which has 
now been reached this agitation 
will cease. 

“Meanwhile the Japanese Prime 
Minister is reported to have said 
that the Japanese Government, 
now that they had fixed their pol- 
icy, could control agitation not in 
accordance with it.”

SPANISH ARCHBISHOP'S. 
PALACE RUNED BY FRE | 


Citizens Help to Keep Flames 
From Toledo Cathedral Filled 
With Art Treasures. 


TOLEDO, Spain, July 24 (AP).— 
The archepiscopal palace of Toledo 
was ruined today by fire which for 
a while threatened to spread to the 
700-year-old cathedral, 
repository of valuable art treasures. 

The fire started last night in a

The origimal church, said by 
church chronicles to have been built 
while the mother of Jesus was yet 
alive, was pulled down after the 


‘Moors had converted it to a mosque 
‘and were in turn conquered. 


The present cathedral, started in 
1227 and completed in 1493 on the 
site of the old temple, was con- 
sidered an architectural jewel of 
Spain and thousands of United 
States tourists have visited it. It is 
367 feet long, 185 feet wide and 130 
feet high and in one of its chapels 
are buried the Kings of ancient 
Castile. 

Some authorities have enumerat- 
ed 149 artists who over a period 
of six centuries were employed to 
enrich its walls and furnishings. 

During the civil war the ancient 
structure escaped damaged despite 
the bitter fighting in the 70-day 
siege of the Alcazar, only 300 yards 
distant.

In an effort to get the best results, the 
Ministry of Labor has now inaugurated at 
Wavertree, Liverpool, a “preparatory center,” 
Which will take men for a preliminary six- 
week course. In addition, a duly appointed 
Selection Panel can accept for this center 
other men who seem to fulfill the necessary 
requirements, although undecided about the 
work they wish to do. 

A “preparatory center” stands in the same 
relation to a six-month center as does a pre- 
paratory to a secondary school. Men who 
pass their six-week training with credit will 
be given an opportunity to attend a six- 
month cente: 

Every man who attends the preparatory 
center addition to his midday 
meal, shillings per week, on top of his 
unemployment pay, and his fares, should he 
happen to live more than two miles from the 
center.
